Considered an authority in his- 
tory by many outstanding histor- 
ians, Dr. Conrad has published 
many articles in periodicals such 
as "Current History," "Internat- 
ional Relations," "Kiwanians Mag- 
azine," and the "Star." 

In a significant statement, Dr. 
Conrad stated "I believe church 
related schools produce graduates 
who are able to assume full re- 
sponsibility in the community and 
blend well with graduates from 
other colleges and universities.

High Point College, founded in 1924, is beginning its 
thirtieth year of instruction to students. Some schools, found- 
ed in 1900's are not nearly so fortunate as we. Yes, they 
have large student bodies, better and more complete class- 
rooms. They even have many, many buildings, built at a 
considerably higher cost than anything we have here. But 
they are shackled by an inherited attitude and culture; they 
have received oral and printed transmissions of informa- 
tion, beliefs and customs with which they must comply. In 
other words, they are bound by tradition. 

Let us assume that our college is but a piece of fresh 
clay. In the hands of a master craftsman this clay can be 
mounlded into any given pattern or design.

The Music Department offers va- 
ried majors which are designed 
for students who wish to spend 
the major part of their time in 
the study of music with emphasis 
on voice, piano, organ, band, or- 
chestral instruments or public 
school music. It also offers cours- 
es which may serve as electives 
for the student who wishes to 
study music for its cultural bene- 
The Memorial Building, occupied 
in the spring of 1954, houses a 
reception room, a comb ination 
auditorium-chapel and adequate 
futilities for all of the work in 
music and dramatics. It is equip- 
ted with Steinway grand pianos 
facilities for all of the work in 
music. 

RECORD COLLECTION 

The Music Department has an 
extensive collection of records 
which may be checked out for 
use in or outside the music build- 
ing. The record collection repre- 
sents all types of music from 
medieval church music to eon- 
tempory composers. Vocal records 
include some operas and operatic 
experts including a complete 
Carmen; a number of oratorios 
including Messith and Elijah; and 
a large number of the Beethoven 
symphonies, and a number of his 
other worke; all the Brahms sym- 
phonies; and works by such mod- 
ern composers as Ravel. Stravin- 
sky, Bartoh, and Gershwin, stu- 
dents are encouraged to use the 
record collection tnd may cheek 
them out for use outsidee the 
building by seeing Miss Fields. 

The Wrenn Memorial Library 
has an excellent selection of books 
on music. Additional scholarly 
books on music are constantly 
being added to those already in 
the library. High Point now has 
one of the most complete sections 
of such books to be found in any 
college of its size. 



ENSEMBLE GROUPS 

The concert band, under the 
direction of Dr. Lewis, occupies ' 
an important place in the life 
of the college, providing music 
for many events throughout the 
school year. Formal concerts are 
given from time to time. Dr. 
Lewis urges those, who are on- 
terested in playing in the band 
and haven't signed up yet, to 
watch the bulletin board for news 
as to what instruments are need- 
ed.

The orchestra gives 
formal concerts from time to 
time.

Besides singing 
every week in college chapel pro- * 
grams the choir is in demand by 
Methodist churches for Sunday 
services and other functions. It 
makes numerous appearances at 
church conferences and takes an 
extented tour each spring.

Governor Hodges, in a speech to a North Carolina radio 
audience, attempted to establish clearly his interpretation 
of the Supreme Court decision and that he intends to do 
nothing to carry out the constitutional decree handed down 
last May. 

North Carolina has taken this position toward the 
Supreme Court decision: "The decision did not forbid a dual 
system of schools in which the children of each race volun- 
tarily attend seprate schools and .... the court has never 
said that any state must set up a single school system," 
stated Hodges. 

The Governor's underlying opinion seems to be that the 
Negroes will only hurt themselves by agitating for entrance 
in white schools. 

However, in spite of this official attitude which is pre- 
valent throughout the state, and south, it is gratifying to 
see that the action of the Federal Court in Greensboro last 
month has been a long step toward the breaking down the 
barriers of segregation in the state — at least, on the college 
level. 

College "do-nothing" attitude leaves them in the middle 
of the road — they will probably be run over.

Young Drivers Account 
For Most Traffic 
Death Accidents 

Here is the substance of three 
separate reports recently released 
which come to the same conclusion 
— young drivers are responsible 
for far more than their proport- 
ional share of accidents. Because 
statistics on this subject are so 
difficult to obtain they are pre- 
sented here for your information. 

A recent study by two Univer- 
sity of Nebraska Professors, in 
which they clocked cars by radar, 
found that drivers in the 16-25 age 
group have the lease regard for 
speed laws. 

Drivers 25 and under held only 
17.5 per cent of the licenses among 
the drivers checked, but they were 
responsible for 36 per cent of the 
speed law violations. 

The survey also shows that 50 
per cent of the total violators were 
under 30 years of age. 

A recent report from the Pro- 
vince of Ontario shows that drivers 
in the 18-24 age group were in- 
volved in almost twice as many 
accidents as the average of other 
groups. The American scene is 
some-what better, however, but 
even at that of the 36,000 who were 
killed in traffic accidents last year, 
7,800 young people between the 
ages of 17 and 25. 

A recent report from the state 
of Minnesota shows that the 15-24 
age group has 17.6 per cent of the 
drivers in that state, but they ac- 
count for 23.7 per cent of all acci- 
dents.

The contest this year sets two 
precedents. First, no other contest 
has had a bathing suit division. 
Also, other organizations besides 
the classes will be represented. 
Thus, we can foresee a successful 
contest this year. 
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Contingency Fund 

It is no secret that the contingency fund of High Point 
College has been the prime topic of discussion among stu- 
dents for some time. 

Many feelings, which apparently amount to mere mis- 
understandings, have been voiced by the students. It seems 
that no one knows exactly where and why the fund has been 
spent. Consequently, the opinion is that the students should 
know where their monies are going. 

The purpose of this writing is (1) to inform new stu- 
dents what the contingency fund is, and (2) to enlighten 
old students as to the fund's origin, purpose, control, etc. 

SOURCE OF INFORMATION 

With the above in mind, the HI-PO called on Mr. A. B. 
Williams, bursar of High Point College, and requested de- 
sirable information relative to the matter. 

In a very cooperative attitude, Mr. Williams furnished 
the paper, not only with four formal statements, but also 
with vital facts which will, undoubtedly, clarify misconcept- 
ions which may be prevalent at this time. 

ORIGIN OF FIND 

The fund was established approximately fifteen years 
ago for an emergency which could conceivably arise from 
some student organization. For instance, say the Hi-Po were 
to go "in the red" after one year of operation. The contin- 
gency fund would pay the defict and the Hi-Po could begin 
operations the next year with no debits. Incidentally, this 
happened year before last. 

The fund is for the sole use of student organizations, 
PROVIDED that there is ample reason for the withdraw- 
ing of funds. Obviously, the money cannot be spent for some 
improvement which is not absolutely necessary. Such un- 
necessary spending would leave the fund depleted and its 
true purpose would be foiled. 

SOURCE OF MONEY 

At the end of each fiscal year. May 31, all funds in 
student organizations are reverted to the contingency fund 
except as noted below. This is stated clearly in the student 
handbook. Naturally, the present balance of about $1600.00 
has accumulated over many years; it could however be wip- 
ed out with one big failure of business by one of the student 
organizations. 

Mr. Williams statements are: 

1. "No student activity money ever goes into a college 
account. If this ever happened, the auditors would 
pick it up and transfer it back to the student activity 
account. All of it goes into the several student ac- 
tivity accounts. 

'Student activity bills are paid by the bursar from 
funds in these student activity accounts upon ap- 
proval by the proper person. 

'All current funds in each of these student activity 
accounts not spent by the end of the fiscal year re- 
vert to the contingency fund with the following 
exceptions: Hi-Po. Zenith. Dramatics, medical ser- 
vice, and class funds which are continuous funds. 
4. "The real purpose of the contingency fund is to 
meet any unforsecn emergency by a student organ- 
ization and to pay bills if and when a student or- 
ganization overspends its budget unavoidably." 
It is interesting to note how some of the monev was 

spent last year: 

$70.00 was paid to take Hi-Po out of debt as a result 

of overspending in the school year 1953-195-1. 

$436.00 was spent for the new student handbook. This 

expense is usually met by the student government funds. 
$363.71 was spent to complement funds left by the class 

of 1956 on the new fountain in front of Roberts Hall.

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Dear Editor: 

My one ambition since enroll- 
ing at HPC has been directed 
toward creating an atmosphere 
conducive to learning through a 
harmonious relationship between 
student body, faculty, and school 
administration. Last week I ex- 
pected to see my ambition par- 
tially realized when the commit- 
tee representing the Eastern & 
Western N. C. Conferences met 
with select representatives of the 
student body for the purpose of 
familiarizing themselves with ex- 
isting conditions here at HPC. 

Since we are a church-support- 
ed school, they have every right 
to know how we make use of the 
support they give us. Most of us 
entered the conference with ex- 
pectations of a frank discussion 
of the school; that is, to praise 
that which merits praise and to 
criticize that which deserves 
criticism. Unfortunately, our 
good intentions were not matched 
by those of the committee; the 
result was not only a farce but, 
in my opinion, cast a wholly un- 
warrented and undeserved re- 
flection on the school. What 
should have been a praiseworthy 



effort to bolster school harmony 
degenerated rapidly into a gripe 
session that could not possibly 
have achieved anything worth- 
while. 

The obvious lack of sincerity 
on the part of the committee 
members (after a thirty minute 
delay in arriving for the confer- 
ence) set the tempo of the meet- 
ing on a note of frustration and 
resentment. Insincerity is never 
to be condoned particularly so 
in a supposedly Christian college 
where its existence is tantamount 
to hypocrisy. 

It is now quite evident that 
nothing constructive was really 
expected of the conference; its 
purpose was merely one of ap- 
peasement. There are no differ- 
ences that cannot be reselved in 
an honest, straight-forward man- 
ner; why, then, the attempt at 
pacification through the use of 
an intermediary? Must we pro- 
claim to the world our inability to 
manage our own affairs ? 

Last week's conference was 
certainly no feather in the cap of 
the one responsible for it. So 
long as differences do exist, let 
us make an honest, sincere ef- 
fort to settle them ourselves. Let 
us not air our dirty linen pub- 
licly!

Honor System 



High Point College needs an Honor System. 

The main purpose of an Honor System is to cultivate that seed of 
honor and integrity which is present in every student. The Honor 
Systems are designed primarily to give more individual freedom 
with the provision that students accept greater responsibilities-the 
responsibility of conducting themselves in all respects as mature 
ladies and gentlemen. 

A good honor code usually produces three elements: a favorable 
attitude from the student body, an intelligent and just honor court, 
and the good will of the administration. Of these three, none is 
more badly needed or desired than the other. 

The makings of an institution that will affect minds and characters 
that are yet unborn lie in the students. This responsibility cannot 
be disregarded or discarded; to the contrary it must be dealt with 
in all its complexity. 

For the sake of justice, an Honor System must have die full, un- 
divided cooperation of each individual in obtaining information 
relative to those cases with which it is required to deal. This infor- 
mation cannot be regarded as less than a closed file to anyone outside 
the honor court who may desire to use it. Thus, a principal contrary 
to our American way of life — the accused cannot face his accuser. 
Nevertheless, High Point needs an Honor System. 

Many and diverse are the cries that plague the lives of all people 
of the world. How many of these could be avoided if trust— faith in 
fellow man existed universally? 

Can High Point College profess this faith?

It is not the intention of the HI-PO to illustrate its point concern- 
ing behaviour; that has been done virtually in every assembly pro- 
gram thus far this school year. The assembly committee has clone, 
on the average, a tremendous job of obtaining a selective variety 
of programs. If it hadn't, there is no feasible excuse for feet- 
shuliling, continual coughing and whispers. One annoying thing 
for a speaker is for everyone to have his undivided attention directed 
at a text book. 

The situation is one you might find in a high school where a large 
percentage of the population is a discipline problem. 
Insulted? Not half as much as the speakers.

THE NEW 12 FOOT LANES 

The colleges this year are adopting the "pro" rule of widening 
the basketball foul lanes to 12 feet.

Missionary Call 
To Young People 

The board of missions of the Meth- 
odist Church announces it will seek 
180 young men and women next year 
to serve in Methodist mission projects 
in thirty-three foreign countries, the 
United States, and its territories. 

The 1955 missionary call is issued 
through the office of mission personnel, 
150 Fifth Avenue, New York 11, N. Y. 

The Board will seek about 100 sin- 
gle men or couples and 250 single 
women for lifetime service as mis- 
sionaries to countries of Asia, Africa 
and North and South America. The 
first term of regular servicers five years 
and succeeding terms are six or seven 
years. 

For special-term foreign service of 
three years, the board will need fifty 
single men and women. Those young 
persons will form the 1956 fellowship 
of Christian service of the Methodist 
church. 

For lifetime home mission service, 
the board will need thirty persons, 
mostly women, in 1956. For special- 
term home mission service of two years, 
the need will be for fifty persons. 

OPENINGS 

The vocation openings for both men 
and women run the gamut from the 
evangelistic ministry to architecture 
and business management. As listed by 
the office of missionary personnel, the 
classification include: evangelistic, edu- 
cational, agricultural, medical, social, 
business management, secretarial, cler- 
ical, journalistic. 

REQUIREMENTS 

Requirements for both men and 
women planning service are the same. 
They are listed as: age— between 23 
and 35; education— college graduation 
with special professional training re- 
quired in such fields as ministry and 
medicine; health - sound physically 
and mentally. 

Persons interested in either regular 
or special term missionary service, 
home or foreign, may write to the of- 
fice of missionary personnel, the board 
of missions, 150 Fifth Avenue, New 
York 11, N. Y.

The proposition that High Point College adopt an Honor Sys- 
tem is gaining support; conversely, opposition to the idea is mount- 
ing. At least a result— that of bringing the situation of poor stand- 
ards to mind — has been realized. There seems to be no con- 
troversy about that. 



The pro-factions of the issue point 
out emphatically that numerous other 
institutions of learning have and are 
using an Honor System with much suc- 
cess, both to students and to the ad- 
ministration. On tin other hand, the 
opposition points out that "what's good 
for one college is not necessarily good 
for High Point College." 

To say that a person who is opposed 
to having an Honor System is dishon- 
est is absurb; however, Honor Systems 
are so construed as to cultivate that 
seed of personal integrity and respon- 
sibility that is present in each student. 
A person that does not want an Honor 
System may not be willing to accept 
the responsibility of a mature young 
man or lady but he is not necessarily 
dishonest. The responsibility for stu- 
dents to accept more individual 
freedom, which supposedly has been 
the cry, is one that is not readily ac- 
cepted on this campus. 

Actually all the recent discussions 
about more student freedom is nil with- 
out action. The Honor System would 
be an opportunity to grasp what 
the students want: more individual 
freedom. 



Administrative backing is necessary 
for two reasons. The administrations 
must agree to a hands-off policy; and 
they must support the findings of an 
Honor Court. 

Necessarily, the administration will 
be compelled to exhibit the greatest 
trust because if it is sincere in promot- 
ing this progressive good, it must be 
the constable of our honor court, with 
no voice in the decision. Of course, it 
can and must prevent infringements by 
the court upon school policy. 

Some opposition to the proposal 
have said that innocent people will 
face expulsion as a result of adopting 
the Honor Code. Is the purpose of an 
Honor Code the promotion of honesty? 
If this is the purpose, no other act 
than an act of dishonesty will place a 
person before the Honor Court. Once 
a student has l>een summoned to face 
the judiciary body, he is not necessar- 
ily guilty; that is for the court to de- 
cide. The accused can demand to see 
his accuser and he may, in the truest 
American way, defend himself. 

An Honor Code is wonderful means 
of eliminating the undesirable charac- 
teristics of student society.

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Students Do Not Pay for Hi-Po 

"Is it necessary for the Hi-Po to run so many ads?" This question 
was asked of the editors in an open letter which appears on this page. 

We note with appreciation that one student has called the situa- 
tion to our attention and with regret that the students do not realize 
the gigantic financial responsibility with which the business man- 
ager is faced hi operating the Hi-Po on an annual basis. The Hi-Po 
is a $3,000.00 per year business adventure. 

To answer the question brought forward in one word, we simply 
and emphatically say YES, it is necessary. Why? Statistics can be 
construed by the writer to mean virtually anything that he so de- 
sires but we know of no other way of illustrating our point. 

The paper costs, on the whole, approximately $185.23 per issue or, 
a total of S2SOO.O0 per year. This includes the price of pictures, cuts, 
newsprint and labor at the commercial print shop where the Hi-Po 
is printed. The average cut will cost anywhere from S1.50 to $20.00. 
An example is the cut of the members of Who's Who which appeared 
in the October 28 issue. That cut, including the photographs, cost 
in excess of $25.00. 

The students only contribute $1.70 per year, or a total of approx- 
imately $1368.00. Obviously, this leaves a deficit of $1,432 which 
can be accounted for only by advertisements as they are subscribed 
to by local merchants. Mathematically, the student contribution 
meets only 49% of the actual costs. The other 51%, as pointed out 
above, comes from advertisements.

Dr. Dennis H. Cooke, recently 
returned from the White House 
conference on education, spoke 
at the regular Wednesday assem- 
bly period, December 14, on 
some of the major topics of dis- 
cussion at the conference. Offi- 
cial delegates to the assembly 
numbered 1,400, and represented 
both laymen and educators. 
There were 400 official observers 
from practically every country in 
the world. 

Dr. Cooke summed up President 
Eisenhower's opening speech, which 
was telecast to the conference repre- 
sentatives, with this statement: "Edu- 
cation is a responsibility of the state, 
but some of the states cannot meet this 
responsibility adequately." This idea 
constituted the main topic of the con- 
ference's discussion.

The A Cappella Choir of High 
Point College, directed by Rich- 
ard Cox, left on Wednesday, 
December 7, for its first out-of- 
state tour in recent years.

The program was devoted largely 
to Christmas music, opening with a 
group including the Bach chorale 
"Sleepers, Wake," Victoria's "O Mag- 
nub Mysterium," and "Born Today" 
by Sweelinck.

Richard Cox, director of the A Cap- 
pella Choir, is in his third year at 
High Point College, where he is in 
charge of vocal and choral music.

at the Paris Conservatory.' During the 
past summer he held a scholarship to 
Harvard University, when he studied 
choral conducting under G. Wallace 
Woodworth, director of the Harvard 
Glee Club and Radcliffc Choral So- 
ciety.

To clarify what tvpe honor sys- 
tem the Hi-Po has been advocat- 
ing, the following is offered for 
consideration as the basis for an 
honor code. This statement is 
based principally on the honor 
code as adopted by Campbell 
College and Colby College and 
is used with the permission of the 
editor of Creek Peebles. 

"Because we believe that personal 
integrity is the foundation on which 
an effective life is built, we try to estab- 
lish on our campus a way of living 
which offers opportunities for develop- 
ing it. To be completely honorable 
under all circumstances is the goal 
which we set for ourselves and for each 
other. 

"We are, in the fullest sense of the 
word, citizens of cur college commun- 
ity. We are all members of the Stu- 
dent Government Association and we 
are responsible for helping to make 
many of the regulations by which we 
live As good citizens we go beyond 
the letter of the law in upholding the 
standards we set. 

"How do our standards affect our 
actions? Academic honesty is the rule. 
and our choice. In the classroom, all 
work that we submit is our own. In the 
dormitory, consideration for the rights 
of others governs our behavior. In all 
our social relationships, we conduct 
ourselves in such a way that we reflect 



credit upon ourselves and on our col- 
lege. 

"Each student upholds the Honor 
Code by living according to his high- 
est ideals. If he violates a regulation, 
he is responsible to himself and to the 
college community for voluntarily re- 
porting his infraction to his house presi- 
dent or to some member of the honor 
court. He will also encourage others 
to report their mistakes. He realizes 
any action by the honor court is to help 
him fulfill the responsibilities of con- 
structive citizenship. 

"We come to college seeking knowl- 
edge — of ourselves, of others, of our 
world. To us and to our faculty educa- 
tion means more than facts and for- 
mulae. We believe that the truly edu- 
cated person must learn to maintain 
his standards and ideals under any cir- 
cumstancef. This moral courage is the 
result of habit born of practice — a 
habit we cultivate day by day. 

"Because we work together toward 
the same goal, we help each other as 
we help ourselves." 

The above basic principal deserves 
considerable consideration from the 
students and from the student legisla- 
ture in particular. The student legis- 
lature wdl be the initial body acting 
on the controversial matter; it is they 
on whom the responsibility for the sys- 
tem lies.

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HPC Granted $135,500 From Ford Foundation

The announcement made from New 
York City explains that this is the larg- 
est single appropriation in the history 
of philanthrophy. 

The larger grants in North Carolina 
went to Duke University at Durham, 
which received $2,380,300. This was 
the only one of the North Carolina 
institutions of higher learning to get 
more than a million dollars. 

Grants to 21 privately-owned col- 
leges and universities in North Caro- 
lina amount to more than $5,200,000. 
Amounts to be given to two of them— 
Atlantic Christian College at Wilson 
and Barbar-Scotia College at Concord 
—have not been decided, pending re- 
ceipt of further information from the 



schools. 

The foundation increased grants to 
Wake Forest, Davidson, Duke and 
Johnson C. Smith University because 
these schools have been leaders in rais- 
ing teachers' salaries. 

It is interesting to note that the 
gigantic Christmas present represents 
$3 for every man, woman and child in 
the United States. The gift was $150,- 
000,000 more than the foundation had 
given previously in its 19 years of exist- 
ence.

000; Salem College, Winston-Salem, 
$84,200; Shaw University, Raleigh, 
$117,900; Wake Forest College, $515,- 
300. 

The largest single grant, $5,000,000, 



went to New York University. Other 
large sums went to Harvard University, 
$4,510,000; Yale $4,000,900; and Uni- 
versity of Chicago, $4,324,200. 

Two Types 

There are two types of grants to the 
colleges. All will get a portion of the 
210 millions and must use the income 
from this money to raise faculty salar- 
ies for at least 10 years. After 10 years 
there will be no restriction on the use 
of either the principal or income. 

In addition, 126 institutions, about 
a fifth of the schools, will get a supple- 
mental grant from the 50 millions ap- 
propriated iast spring. Allocations of 
the 50 millions had not heretofore been 
announced. 

The 50 millions may be used either 
for salary increments or for other press- 
ing needs, the foundation said.

Along the lines of char- 
actei building; if we do not have ladies 
and gentlemen, we cannot expect any- 
thing but tl- ating under any system. 
As Nolan B. l-j..^-non said when he was 
called to give a lecture to a group of 
young doctors, "my lecture can be 
boiled down to two sentences, if you 
arc a gentleman, yoi will know how 
to conduct yourself n any situation 
affecting a Doctor's practice. If you 
are not, nothing I can say or do here 
will do you any good." I think that 
we tan very well apply a good portion 
of this to us here at HP'.' If we are 
Ladled and Gentlemen v • will know 
how to conduct ourselve. without the 
use of any system, and f we do not 
meet these qualifications HPC would 
In better oil without us, and we would 
not have put ourselves to the trouble 
of wasting our time and money, and 
that of our parents, Government, or 
sponsers. Even by our very nature this 
system would not be very practical. 
Even if a person is doing wrong he 
would grossly resent anyone reporting 
him to the authorities. The individual 
approach is the only approach under 
any circumstances. By example, try 
mistrusting everyone you come in con- 
tact with for a half day, and then for 
the other half try trusting everyone 
you meet, and then note the difference 
in your personal feeling. The state- 
ment that it begins with your teacher 
is the truest statement in your previous 
article, because having your teacher in 
the room all during the time of the 
classs session is something that we have 
been used to from the beginning of our 
education. Also the statement that 
HPC is a Christian College is all the 
more reason that this system is not 
needed. The reason that we have this 
evil of cheating is not because of how 
our professors conduct their examina- 
tions but by the very selection and ad- 
mission of the calabre of some of the 
students which we have. The question 
as to this system being a character 
builder; system will not change orig- 
inal nature, but environment and uni- 
que personal experience will have their 
Influence. II we who have high moral 
standards will live before these in- 
dividuals as an example of honesty and 
fail play, then and only then I firmly 
believe that we shall have combatted 
the problem of cheating. We are stu- 
dents of varied ages in an undergrad- 
ute s< liool, with many variations in our 
background which will account for 
mans dispositions and attitudes. I am 
sure that competition here would not 
he affected by the small amount of 
cheating which goes on since we ar a 
group of students with varied fields of 
interest. I realize that we must fit into 
the social group formulated by college 
students, but primarily we are going 
to school to improve our own social 
standings, and the standards .if others. 
Tin problem of cheating will r* i ' 
served by competent instruc tors not 
only in the class but by the material 
which is presented by the studi nt, and 
one last thought with lasting truths; 
let us refer to our scriptures ior mate 
rial which never fails. Students who 
persist upon cheating will find that 
they will be like the parable in the 
sower of the seeds; Luke 8-6-"And 
some fell upon a rock; and as soon as 
it was sprung up, it withered away, 
because it lacked moisture; Therefore 
we shall see this very thing come to 
pass with the students who cheat. They 
shall be as the seed falling upon a roc k. 
They shall lack moisture and soon tall 
away.

Dr. Cooke Reports 

( Continued from Page 1 ) 

Another big subject was introduced 
by Vice President Nixon who, in his 
speech to the assembly, made the eye- 
opening statement that "The salaries 
of teachers are a national disgrace." 

According to Di. Cooke the confer- 
ence delegates voted 2-1 in favor of 
federal aid to education in the states 
where it is needed, and almost unan- 
imously they voted to construct build- 
ings where needed. Dr. Cooke stated 
that he himself is in "favor of federal 
aid to education in the construction of 
new buildings," but that he is "op- 
posed to federal operation of schools," 
because it might lead to the controlling 
of what to teach in the schools. 

Another important conclusion was 
readied when the delegates voted al- 
most unanimously that public tax 
money should be restricted to public 
schools and not used for private and 
parochial schools. 

An outstanding question to be 
answered was, "How to get and keep 
enough good teachers in the schools." 
"Surprisingly,"' says Dr. Cooke, 
" 'higher salaries' was not listed as the 
first and most important step." The 
conference delegates listed the first 
step as "make the prestige of teaching 
as high as other professions." The sec- 
ond step was to "increase salaries." 

"One of the most interesting dis- 
coveries made at the conference," 
states Dr. Cooke, "was the fact that 
while we were in session, so many 
babies were born that it will take 1 ,080 
classrooms to house them." 

Dr. Cooke feels that there is a great 
deal of significance in the fact that the 
Dumber of laymen represented by tlve 
official delegates outweighed the num- 
ber of educators. "This will prove to 
the rest of the world," points out Dr. 
Cooke, "that there are more people in- 
terested in this problem of education 
than just those who are directly con- 
cerned with it.'"

Seniors Urged 
To Apply For 
Graduation 

Today, January 16, the final exam- 
inations for the first semester of the 
1955-1956 school year begin and will 
continue through January 24. Then, 
on January 25, or January 26 the final 
step of registration should be complet- 
ed by taking the registration cards to 
the bursar's office and paying of fees. 

NEW REGISTRATION METHOD 
The catalogue dates for spring regis- 
tration are January 25-26; however, all 
students who have not already done so 
and who are currently enrolled are 
urged to ln-gin the process immediate- 
ly by obtaining the necessary forms 
from the registrar's office and, with the 
aid of counseling from advisors, work- 
ing out a schedule of classes. Students 
who thus complete course registration 
prior to January 25 will be accepted 
subject to eligibility requirements as 
outlined in the college catalogue. 

After the freshman year, a student 
must pass at least nine semester hours 
to !)<• eligible for readmission. 

All juniors and seniors must counsel 
with the head of the department in 
which they are majoring. Freshman 
and sophomores may consult with the 
dean of the college or the registrar. In 
general, their courses will be the con- 
tinuation of those begun in the first 
semester. 

REGISTRATION PROCEDURE 

After course selection! have been 
made, registration procedure will be 
as follows: 

1. For each course selected, ob- 
tain departmental O.K. on 
Registrar's Card. At the same 
time, an individual cource 
course card, showing catalogue 
number, title and time of meet- 
ing, must be filled out and re- 
tained by the student until 
registration is completed with 
the Bursar. 

2. When all courses to be taken 
have been entered and O.K.'d 
on the Registrar's Card, copy 
your complete schedule on all 
cards in the perforated strip, 
and give all information called 
for on the back of the cards. 

3. Take the perforated strip to 
the Registrar for final approval. 

4. Complete registration bv tak- 
ing the perforated strip and all 
individual course cards to the 
Bursar for payment of fees. 
This final step may be taken 
only on January 25 and 26. Re- 
tain the student card, which 
must have the Bursar's O.K. in 
order to be admitted to classes. 

Juniors and seniors should Hake 
careful note of degree requirement! as 
outlined In the college catalogue, and 

should consult fatuity advisors. 

SENIOR APPLICATION 

Seniors, regardless whether expect- 
ing to graduate at the regular com- 
mencement May 28, or at the close ol 
the summer session, must make appli- 
cation for graduation. The appropriate 
blank must lie filled out and left with 
Dean Conrad before completing regis- 
tration. Those seniors expecting to 
qualify for a teacher's certificate by 
May 28 must fill out a standard form 
for the N. C. Department of Public 
Instruction.

My congratulations to you on your 
courageous stand for the raising of 
academic standards through the 
adoption of an honor system. Your 
provacative articles have aroused a 
good hit of discussion among the stu- 
dent body; the uppermost question 
now Ix'ing: Will the student legisla- 
ture assert its willingness to repre- 
sent bod) by considering the propo- 
sal? 

However, an honor system is only 
'! several steps necessary if we 
are tn make a sincere effort to raise 
academic standards here at HPC. In 
keeping with the spirit of your cru- 
s ide, I would also advocate a meas- 
ure which could prove even more 
i ontroversial than yours; that is, a 
teacher-rating system conducted by 
the students. I fully realize the dan- 
gers inherent in such a proposal and 
wish to state now that it is not moti- 
vated by criticism or vindictiveiu ss. 
but solely by the desire to give the 
students an opportunity to point out 
to the teachers the manner in which 
the) can improve the quality of their 
instruction. 

\s a prospective teacher, I would 
certainly welcome any constructive 
criticism offered me by my students. 
Although this proposal may not be 
ravorabh received by all members 



tli 



of the HPC faculty, I feel that any 
teacher worthy of the title would be 
willing to submit to a periodic ap- 
praisal by the students. Persons re- 
sponsible for the hiring and firing of 
teachers cannot possibly know a 
teacher's true worth unless they 
cither spend a good deal of time ob- 
serving the teachers at work (vir- 
tually impossible), or they are ap- 
prised of the caliber of the teacher's 
work through the yes of the students. 
Students idone are in a position to 
evaluate classroom technique over a 
period of ♦•me; as such, they should 
have the opportunity to grade the 
teachers — to point out the areas in 
which they need to improve — just as 
the teachers grade the students. 

I need not point out the extreme 
caution that must he exercised in de- 
vising a proper teacher-rating form, 
nor in the accomplishment of it. 
However, I feel that much benefit 
can he derived from making it a reg- 
ular feature of High Point College 
life, whatever the risk involved.

year man instead of a scared freshman. 

It is this great determination and attitude that makes Tom what 
he is. He never gives an inch and he's always out there to win.

Letters To The Editor 



Dear Editor: 

Recently, in the Hi-Po, you have 
advocated an honor system. A sys- 
tem of this type would undoubtedly 
be very good for the school, however, 
it seems that something else is lack- 
ing. What we need is a stricter set 
of academic requirements for re- 
maining in school. We have here on 
campus a great many students who 
arc just loafing along, barely passing 
their work. If the standards were 
higher, they would either do better 
work or drop out of school to let 
somebody more willing enter. Better 
Students would create a better repu- 
tation for the school, something for 
which Dr. Cooke has worked unceas- 
ingly towards. 

As the situation is now, freshman 
need only pass twelve hours of work 
tor the year. According to this, dur- 
ing the first semester a freshman can 
fail all his subjects and still not be 
dropped due to academic deficiency. 
I luring a freshman's second semester, 
he will need to obtain four D's to stay 
in school. After the freshman year, 



a student needs only to receive three 
D's or nine hours of passing work. 
At this rate a student could remain in 
school indefinitely. True, he wouldl 
not be able to graduate until a C 
average was obtained, but the fact 
is that another person is perhaps be- 
ing denied an education to do this. 

A remedy to this problem would 
be to change the requirements some- 
what. First semester a student would 
need to nass eight hours of work or 
obtain 10 quality points. Second 
semester he would have to pass ten 
hours of work or obtain 12 quality 
points. Third semester a student 
would have to pass fourteen hours of 
work or obtain 14 quality points. 
After third semester a student would 
need to make at least 14 quality points 
or maintain such grades that if he 
did not make the required minimum, 
his average would be 14 quality 
points per semester. 

I feel that if a standard such as 
this were approved, there would be 
academically a higher quality of stu- 
dents here at High Point College.

Medical Biology 
Technician Tests 
To Be Given 

A civil service examination for Med- 
ical Biology Technicians has been an- 
nounced for filling positions paying 
from $2,960 to $4,525 a year in various 
Federal agencies in Washington, D. C, 
and vicinity. Most of the positions to 
be filled arc in the National Institutes 
of Health, Bcthesda, Maryland; and in 
Walter Reed Army Medican Center, 
Armed Forces Institute of Pathology, 
and Food and Drug Administration, 
Washington, D. C. 

The examination includes the fol- 
lowing specialized fields: Animal ana- 
tomy, bacteriology, cytology, general 
biology, hematology, parasitology, 
pharmacology, physiology, serology, 
and vims and rickettsia. 

No written test will be given. The 
basic requirement for qualification is 
appropriate technical experience in the 
field of biology: however, pertinent 
graduate or undergraduate college 
study averaging at least 5 semester 
hours per year in the biological 
sciences may be submitted for the ex- 
perience required for positions paying 
up to $3,670 a year. Full details con- 
cerning the requirements are given in 
the examination announcement which 
may be obtained from college place- 
ment offices or from the U. S. Civil 
Service Commission. Washington, 
D. C. 

Applications for this examination 
will be accepted from students who 
expect to complete the courses neces- 
sary for qualification within 6 months 
of the date of filing applications. Ap- 
plications will be accepted until fur- 
ther notice and must be filed with the 
Commission's Washington office.

Across the hill in the Science Build- 
ing is the home of the High Point Col- 
lege Biology Department. Headed by 
Dr. Benjamin Hill, and assisted very 
ably by Mr. Charles P. Daniel and Mrs. 
Charlotte C. Locke, the biology de- 
partment is one of the busiest on 
campus, Approximately 200 students 
take courses in biology, most of whom 
are freshmen. There is only a very 
small number of students who do ac- 
tually major in biology, as most of the 
other upperclassmcn that take biology 
are pre-medieal or pre-dental students. 
To receive a B.A. in biology, one must 
take at least 30 hours of biological 
sciences. The student starts with the 
general biology in his first year, and 



then continues with courses of his own 
choosing which closely follow those of 
fered by the department. This is in 
accordance with the staff whose pur- 
pose is "to give instruction in any phase 
of any organism." 

Expanding with the school, the biol- 
ogy department is continually improv- 
ing. Last year genetics and botany 
were permanently added to the curri- 
culum. Nex year, parasiology and bac- 
teriology are Ixing added, due to the 
increased demand. This year several 
•immersion bath" microscopes were 
bought. These are very expensive tad 
delicate. The reason they are called 
"immersion bath" microscopes is due 
to the fact that they have to be im- 
mersed in oil to use the 93X objective 



lens which is extremely powerful. 

The staff is always on the watch for 
new and changing concepts in their 
field. Many times a scientific problem 
will lie answered for the first time, 
which will change the basic idea of 
some problem. Then there are new 
answers to old theories which will also 
change concepts of biology. Thus, 
there is a perpetual lookout for new 
ideas. 

A< cording to Dr. Hill, embryology is 
BSSentio By the easiest subject he has 
to teach. "However," he hastens to 
■dd, "it is not necessarily the easiest 
for the student to learn." If you don't 
believe that, just ask the students who 
take it. "Of course," Dr. Hill reiter- 
ates, "any subject that has been taught

N'.A.A.C.P. Youth Round-Up was held. 
The theme for the round-up was 
"Education for Effective Citizenship." 
An overflow crowd of 300 attended 
the proceedings. Among the speakers 
were Mr. G. H. Ferguson, director. 
Division of Negro Education. State 
Department of Public Instruction, Ra- 
leigh, N. C.j Mr. W. A. Holmes, prin- 
cipal, Hayes High School; Mr. L. B. 
Frazier, Durham, N. C.j Mrs. Beatrice 
Burnett, Tarboro, N. C; Mrs. Sarah 
Patton Boyle, faculty wife at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, and author of the 
Saturday Evening Post article, South- 
erners Will Like Segregation; Mr. Carl 
DeVane, Professor of Political Science, 
Shaw University; and Mr. W. L. 
Greene, executive secretary, North 
Carolina Teachers Association. 

Raleigh Mayor, Fred B. Wheeler 
opened the meeting with an official 
welcome to the group. He said that, 
"Man ought to keep his mind open to 
the truth. He should try to get some- 
thing out of meetings." Speaking on 
principles he mentioned, "Everything 
comes back to the individual. Think 
right and live right. Try to live to do 
something for somebody else. The big- 
get the man, the more courtesy he 
shows. Benefit from exchanging ideas." 

Dean Foster P. Payne of Shaw Uni- 
versity, speaking on the liberal tradi- 
tion said, "Youth arc awakening to 
the things at hand. We must be in- 
terested in the youth of the land. 
North Carolina is awakening to the 
pari of youths on the scene . . . We 
must leave here I N'.A.A.C.P. meeting) 
us an ambassador of what we have de- 
rived here."

the purpose of school. The principal 
has to sell school to the community in 
a functional, interesting manner. 

The principal does not know what 
goes on in the human mind. He is 
measuring an intangible. Thus he 
must keep up on professional improve- 
ment. 

It is a challenge to build more stately 
schools. If the principal becomes snob- 
bish, he defeats his purpose." 

Mrs. Burnett mentioned the respon- 
sibility of the teacher in regard to her 
role in the education system. She also 
mentioned that the chief purpose of 
education is to get people to live in 
harmony in society. 

Mr. Frazier spoke on the role of the 
parent Included in his speech he said, 
"1 want to keep tragic things from 
happening to school children. There is 
a lot of political propaganda about in- 
tegration, bat I don't think the people 
of North Carolina will allow the ban- 
ishment of public schools. Parents 
cannot take the dangerous task of com- 
placency." • 

Question Period 

At this time there were questions 
from the floor. 

Question: "What steps should the 
student take with parent who is against 
an integrated society?" 

Answer: (by Mr. Frazier) "The 
student should approach parents and 
tell him ot the advantages of an in- 
tegrated society." 

Question: "Are you in a position to 
givi ratio of money given to white 
schools as compared to that given to 
Negro schools" 

Answer: (Mr. Ferguson) "No. How- 
ever, in 1920, negroe schools were 
worth 2 million dollar*. In 1953. negro 
schools were worth 77 million dollars. 
Also, the fight between rural white 
and urban white schools, is as bad as 
that between the races." 

Question: "Would it be more feas- 
ible to have one department for both 
negro and white education?" 

Answer: (Mr. Ferguson) "The ne- 
gro division was set up so that full 
attention would be given to negroes." 

Question: When integrated schools 
coine, will negro teachers be out of a 
job?" 

Answer (Mr. Ferguson) No com- 
ment . . . However, North Carolina 
now employs one of the largest 
amounts of negro teachers in the coun- 
try 

(,)ik stion: Does the student have a 
role in education?" 

Answer: Y'es, he will have to co- 
operate and want to learn. 



NAACP Youih Round Up Held At Shaw University In Raleigh 

"Education For Effective Citizeship" Was 
Theme for Stat wife Meeting; 350 Attend 
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Second Session 

The second part of the program 
focused its attention on "Integration in 
North Carolina." Featured speaker was 
Mrs. Sarah Patton Boyle. 

Mrs. Boyle opened her speech with 
die astonishing news that NORTH 
CAROLINA IS NOT AS DEEP 
SOUTH AS VIRGINIA! Then she 
continued with, "Minority members 
carry on (in fight for integration). All 
data indicates that a large majority of 
educated whites arc in sympathy with 
the plight of the negro. However, 
many whites don't say* openly what 
they really want to. The negro is of- 
fered bodily violence and mental hurt 
if he speaks out. 

"The white citizen who defends 
minority rights has no place to hide, 
for his own people are whom he 
chooses to oppose. The white person 
can do a tremendous amount for in- 
tegration, about twice as much as we 
think. However, some whites believe 
thai silence is the wisest policy. It 
takes more than ordinary courage to 
push segregation in the South. South- 
ern whites are not accepted or trusted 
by negroes." 

"God", Mrs. Boyle continued, "is 
more real to me than man, thus I am 
able to carry on. But, I have a vast 
and unshakeable faith in mankind. I 
could not do the things I do if it were 
not for love— of God anc' mankind. 

"It is not perfectly safe to speak out, 
as I have been threatened of lite and 
limb. Yd, there is .nore goodwill in 
the South than most negroes think. 

"In reality, the common enemy is 
fear. If this was dispelled, all doubts 
would disappear. The way to get rid 
of lear is through something which 
has roots. Anger has no roots, thus it 
is no good. One way, in confidence 
and peace, is through prayer. Concen- 
trate on loving people. But you ask, 
how you can love somebody you don't 
even know? Think of their troubles 
and Fears. The Joy of the Lord is my 
strength. Remember Jesus' admonition. 
Love thine Enemies', is the best way 
to face enemies." 

Mr. De\ an- was introduced as the 
next speaker. He spoke of integration 
"through the traditions of democracy." 
Mr. DeVane also mentioned the lack 
of integration in North Carolina and 
of white supremacy in politics. "Each 
southern state is in the confederacy 
of southern warfare. Virginia is play- 
ing the role of circumvention, while 
North Carolina is playing the role of 
camouflage." The maneuvers of the 
German Blitz were paralleled to the 
arresting of the Alabamans in the bus 
boycott." "The best we can hope for',, 
he said, "is a president who will en- 
force laws which must be enforced — 
not use patience and time."

The Tower Players of High l'oint 
College will undertake their first 
Shakespearian play on May 3 and 5 
witli the production of Macbeth. With 
a east of thirty-four the play will also 
have the largest east of Tower pro- 
ductions in the school's history, and 
Jane Dcspain, director of dramatics at 
the college, remarked, "There is a 
higher degree of puroose and student 
enthusiasm than has been shown in any 
Other play since 1 have been at the 
college; it seems that the larger the 
challenge, the more fattens in the re- 
sponse." 

Miss Despain has been fortunate in 
finding experienced actors for the four 
key roles of the play, Macbeth, Lady 
MacBeth, Banquo. and McDuff, 
around which the action of the play 
will revolve. 

Cast as Macbeth is Mark Hose from 
Winston-Salem, who had extensive 
dramatic experience in three high 
school productions there. An accom- 
plished singer at HI'C as a freshman 
last year he played lead in the musical 
"Nick of the Woods." Commenting 
ou the selection of a Shakespearian 
play for the spring production at High 
Point College, he said, "it's a real chal- 
lenge and I think we can meet the ex- 
pectations.

The four-some is rounded out by 
Gene Duke, junior from Oxford. North 
Carolina. Back in high school he was 
tin- lead in junior and senior plays, and 
at the University of North Carolina 
was a member of the Carolina Play- 
makers, participating in several one- 
act plays, most of which were summer 
productions. Gene is familiar in local 
athletic circles as the coach of this 
year's women's basketball team, which 
under his direction went on to a 27-3 
season, the best record in HFC history. 

There seems little doubt that the pos- 
sibilities for the competent and spirited 
production are there. These primary 
roles are played by actors with some 
range of experience. MacBeth will 
also serve the purpose of training some 
thirty other young actors for roles in 
future years of greater responsibility 
and more demanding ability.

The High Point College Alumni Association has hunched a drive 
to raise $100,000 which will enable the building of a new gymnas- 
ium on the campus of High Point College. The drive, which was 
begun with two alumni dinners on April 14. will be headed by Bill 
Lewis, chairman of the Athletic Council. At the dinner meeting, 
Bill Henderson, class of 1942 and young man of the vear for the 
state, spoke. Holt McPherson and Dr. Cooke also spoke at the 
meeting. 

At the two dinners, a total of $10,000 was raised in cash and 
pledges which are payable by July of 1957. 

"The building of the gymnasium will be included in a three-in- 
one construction program, provided that the goal of $100,000 is 
reached by July. If it is not, the building program will be post- 
poned," Wesley Gaynor, executive alumni secretary announced. 

The three-in-one program includes 



the building ol the gymnasium, chang 
ing the present gym into a cafeteria 
and building a new kitchen, convert- 
ing the present cafeteria into class 
rooms. 

NEW GYMNASIUM DESCRIPTION 
The new gym, \o he called Alumni 
Gymnasium, will I ave a seating capa- 
city of 3.200, including seats in the bal- 
cony. The outside will be constnicted 
of brick and the inside of hollow tile: 
the floors will be hardwood and so 
constructed so that no posts will ob- 
struct the view. The frame of the 
building will lx> reinforced steel. The 
building will be so constructed so that 
at a future date the north end can be 
removed and enlargements made so as 
to scat 5,000 people. Also, a swimming 



pool can be added. 

Included in the building will be four 
offices for faculty and the athletic staff, 
llirec classrooms to be used by the 
physical education department, a con- 
cession stand, and ample storage facili- 
ties for athletic equipment. There will 
also lx- a first aid room and a bedroom 
for the several students who will take 
care of the building. There will be 
separate shower and toilet facilities for 
visiting teams as well as for HPC 
team!, 

There will lie ample parking area for 
spectators at the athletic contests and 
Farriss Street will be paved, connect- 
ing East and West College Drive. 

The gymnasium will be located be- 
hind the present Science and Home 
Economics Building.
